MURDERER WAS RECOGNIZED. 


. A telegram from a member of tfce 
Hargis faction to ex-Senator Alexan- 
der Hargis at Winchester says that 
Belvin Ewen, who was talking with 
Maicum yesterday when he was shot 
by the assassin in the Breathitt 
counity court house recognized tlie 
murderer. Ewen is a Cockrell sym- 
pathizer. . He owns the Ewen hotel at 
Jackson arid has ernsiderable prop- 
erty. Ewen when seen today posi- 
tively refused to say anything re- 
garding the shooting, except to de- 
scribe how they were standing when 
the shots were fired. He refused to 
•say who fired the shots or who was 
recognized in the hallway of the court 
house, 
Tom Cockrell, who 
was 


today in the presence of a large num- 
ber of people. 


Father Walser, the accused priest, 


was represented by Hon. E. G. John- 
son, of Cleveland, as counsel. Many 
friends of Father Walser were pres- 
ent, including the Right Rev. Boni- 
face Russ, of Lima, Ohio, head of the 
order of Precious Blood Fathers.

POLICE CHIEF EXAMINED.

He gave a detailed 
description of the house and its sur- 
roundings. He said he found Cassi- 
mer Reichlin and Father Walser ful- 
ly dressed and downstairs when he 
reached the house. Continuing, the 
captain said:

DOG DID NOT BARK. 


Casimer said the watchdog that

naw, the Norfolk agent of the com- 
pany not having been heard f rom- 


The Saginaw is a freight steamship 


with accommodations for about forty 
passengers and she had been in ser- 
vice between this port and Richmond 
and Norfolk for about two years. She 
was commanded by Captain James 
Tunneir, of this city, and nearly all 
of her crew of about twenty men, 
were shipped here. 


The first mate o£ the lost steamship 


is Edward Gausley and the chief en- 
gineer is Joseph Selsen. 
The crew- 


numbered twenty-five men. 


Captain Tunnell has been in the em- 


ploy of the company for thirty years 
and never before met with an acci- 
dent. 


The Saginaw was built on the Cylde 
in 1888. She was 240 feet over all,

Physician Says Humans May 


be Made Immune to Ty- 


phoid, Smallpox, Etc, 


Boston,, May 5.—Basing his experi- 


ments on the discoveries of Ehrlich, 
Morgenrbth and Bordet, Dr. Ralph 
L. Thompson, of the staff of the Boa 
ton city hospital, 
has made some 


very important discoveries relating 
to the power of the,blood'of living 
humans to resist and combat infec- 
tious diseases, notably typhoid fever, 
smallpox, etc, Ehrlich,. Morgenroth 
and Bordet found that the blood con- 
tains two . elements, called- comple- 
ment and amboceptor, which consti- 
tute what is sometimes called the 
"vital force." 


When germs of infection enter the 


blood the complement attacks 'and de- 
stroys them, but it can only do so 
when joined to the 
bacterium by 


means of the amboceptor. Blood de- 
ficient in amboceptor, .therefore, has 
less power 
to - combat • infection. 


Starting with this knowledge, Dr. 
Thompson has spent many- months 
devising a technique by means of 
which the amboceptor of certain ani- 
mal blood, that of the horse, for in- 
stance, may be substituted for am- 
boceptor of human sera. 


Experiments have proved that an 


exceedingly small quantity of human 
blood, rich 
in the complementary 


elements, will destroy an incredible 
number of disease germs, such as 
typhoid bacilli, 
smallpox protozoa, 


etc., and the method of Dr. Thomp- 
son in actual use of his technique 
would be first to determine the com- 
plementary contents of a man's blood 
and then artificially enrich it in these 
contents until the man has been made 
immune to infection.

of two or more machines is wrong, 
then I recommend that a date be set 
a sufficient time ahead 
when your 


membership at large shall be notified 
that they will no longer be permitted 
to -work under the piece work or oth- 
er systems of paying for labor, except 
the regular daily rate and that they 
will not be permitted to operate two 
or more machines." 


The report asks that strong resolu- 


tions against '^overnment by injuno 
tion" be adopted. 


Mr. O'Connell criticizes D. M. Par- 


ry, president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, for inviting the 
manufacturers of the United States, 
"To unite with a view to wiping out 
the trade union movement and forc- 
ing the wage workers to accept any 
conditions of employment that 
the 


employers feel like granting."

changes are in progres. This is due 
to the shops being closed on account 
of the election. 
A gang 
of 
men 


was at work in taking

the 


old' engine which has furnished the 
power to drive, the machinery for so 
many years and other gangs were at 
work in making the connections for 
driving the machinery by electricity. 
Factory Supt. E. A. Barnes has super- 
vision over this work and he informed 
the reporter that when 
operations 


are resumed tomorrow In the incan- 
descent testing rooms, the power will 
come from the big plant placed in 
operation a week' or two ago. This will 
complete, the transfer from steam to 
electricity in the entire plant, other 
portions having the motor system al- 
ready in operation. In' the main office 
a majority of the clerks were at work, 
having first attended the polls. Mr. 
Hunting was busy dictating letters, 
but he stopped his work to converse 
with'the reporter a few. minutes. He 
said that he had nothing to offer on 
the strike situation that'would be new. 
He had not heard from the men since 
they went out and had taken no action 
on the matter himself,, his time be- 
ing occupied with other matters. The, 
shipping department was busy up to 
the noon hour, when it was closed and 
the men were given a half-day off to 
attend the polls or look after person- 
al matters. The shipments this morn- 
ing included a 1,000-light generator, a 
number of arc lamps, switchboard, 
transformers and other appurtenances 
to a complete plant, which filled a car, 
for St. Martim-ille, La., and a 400 
light generator to Parkersburg, W.
